DESTRUCTION OF THE INQUISI- 
TION AT MADRID. 
Thk See, Mr. Kriiogg, of Illinois, 
IJ.8.A,, now in this country, in a letler to 
the D'eitm, Citimi, puUisEted atChirago, 
III., gives the following report of a lec- 
ture on the destruction of the Inqui- 
sition at Madrid, delivered by Colonel 
Leinanotuki, id the cabin of a steam-boat 
in which (hey were fellow-passengers : — 

Colonel LeruiooQsla was for manyyeara 
an officer under Napoleon, and is now a 
highly-esteemed minister of the Lutheran 
church in the United States, 

In (he year I BOB, being then at Madrid 
my attention eras directed to the Inqniti- 
tiou in the neighbourhood of (bat city. 
Napoleon had previously issued a decree 
for the suppression of this institution, 
wherever his victorious troops should fi ■ 
tend ihcir arms. I reminded Marshal 
Soult, then Governor of Madrid, of this 
decree, who directed me to proceed to 
destroy it, t informed him that my 
regiment, the r'tli of the Polish lancers, 
were insufficient fur such a service, hut 
that if he would give mi two additional 
regiments, 1 would undertake the work, 
lie' accordingly gave me the two required 
regiments, oite ol which, the 1 i 7th, was 
under (lie command of Colonel de Lile, 
who is now like myself, n minister nf the 
<>n ape 1 . Tie is pastor of one of (he evan- 
gelical churches in Marseille!. With 
these tr imps I proceeded forthwith to the 
Inquisition, which was situated about five 
miles from the city. The luquisilion was 
surrounded with ■ wall of great strength, 
sod defended by about four hundred sol- 
diers, Whan we arrived at (he walla 1 
addressed one of the sentinels, and sum- 
moned the holy lathers to surrender to the 
Imperial army, and open the gates of the 
Inquisition. Toe sentinel who was load- 
ing on the wall appeared to enter into 
conversation tor a few momenta with tome 
one within, at th* dot* ol which be pre- 
sented h tarn utile t tnd shot one ol my race. 
This wat a signal for attack, and 1 ordered 
my troops to fire i 
on the wall 

It wae soon obvious that it was an un- 
equal warfare. The walls of the Inqnisi- 
tion were covered with the soldiers of the 
holy oilier : there was also ■ breaatwork 
upon (lie will, behind which (hey kept 
continually, inly as they partially npoaal 
themselves aa they discharged the i 
mask eta. Oar troops were in the open 
pUtin, and ei pu ltd to a destructive fire. 
We had nu cannon, nor could we Berate (he 
Walls, and the gates successfully resisted al 
itlentpti at forcing Ibem. I saw that it 
was necessary to change the nude ol 
attack, and directed some trees to be eat 
d wn and trimmed, and brought on the 

fraud to be Hied as hit (rung- rams, 
no of these were (akeu up by detach- 



merits nl men, as nuirteTonn is could work 
ti nlvanlnnge, sin! lnough( to bear itpnn 
ihe wnll i triilt all the power which they 
could exert, regardless cf the lire which 
was powered upon tliem frorn the walls, 
presently the walla began to Irembte, nnd 
under the well-directed and persevering 
appliestion of the tarn, a breach was made, 
and (he Imperial troops rushed into the 
Inquisition. litre we me! with nn inci- 
dent which nothing hut iTeiuitieaL effrontery 
is equal to. The Inquisitor- General, fol- 
towed by the father confessors in their 
priestly robes, all came nut of their rooms 
as we Here making our way into the in- 
terior of the Inquisition, snd wilh long 
faces, snd their arms crossed over their 
breasts, their fingers resting on their 
ahnulders, as though they had been deif 
to ill the noise of the attack and ilefrnce, 
and had but just learned what wae going 
on, they ml dressed themselves hi the lay- 
sjusge of rebuke to their own soldiers, say- 
ing t " Why do you fight our friends, the 
French'" 

Their intention, apparently, ws* to 
make us think that tint defence wit 
wholly unauthorised by (hem, hoping, rf 
(hey could produce in our minds n belief 
that they were friendly, (hey thuiild have 
n better opportunity in the confusinii snd 
plunder of (he inquisition to escape. 
1'iieir irtihce was ton shallow, and did not 
succeed. f caused them to he placed 
under guard, and all of the eoldicrs of tlie 
Inquisition to be eccnred as jirisoners. 
We then proceeded to eiamine llie prison- 
house of hell. We passed through room 
after room, tound sliats nml aagfrf* and 
teal eantrles in nbdudenw^Bl could 
discover nn evidences of iniqciily bring 
practised there — nothing cf those peculiar 
features which we expected to find in nn 
Inquisition. Here was beauty and splen- 
dour, and the most perfect order on which 
my eyes had ever rested. The architec- 
ture—the proportions were perfect. The 
ceiling and floors of wood were scoured 
and highly polished. The marble floors 
were srranged with s strict regard In 
order. There was crciything to pleats 
the eye and gratify a cultivated taste ; 
but where were those horrid instruments 
of torture nf which we hail bteu told, and 
where those dungeons in which human 
beings were said to be buried alive t We 
searched in vain. The holy fnlhers as- 
sured us that they had been belied — lEist 
wc had seen all , and 1 was prepared to 
give up Ihe search, canrinced that this 
Inquisition was different from oibers of 
which 1 had heaid. 

Out Colonel de Lile mt not so ready as 

thyself tO give Up the search, and said to 

me, "Colonel, you are commsndei to-day, 
and as you aey so it must be, but if you 
still be advised by me, let (his nasrble floor 
lined more. Let some water be 
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be euroi 1 

brought in and poured upon it, and we will 
watch and Me if there is iny place through 
which it pastes more freely than through 
others," I replied lo him, " Do as you 

E lease, Colonel," end ordered water to be 
ro tight accordingly- The slabs of marble 
were large and beautifully polished. When 
Ihe water hid been poured ofer (tie AW, 
much to the dissatisfaction of Mu Iii.j iisi- 
tora, a careful examination was under of 
every senm in the floor, to see if the walcr 
passed through. Presently, Colonel de 
Lile txclsimed, that he had found it. By 
the aide of one of these marble slabs the 
water passed through fast, is though there 
was in opening beneath. Alt hands were 
now at work for further discovery. 
The officers with their swords, 
and the soldiers wilh their bayonets, 
seeking to clear out the team anil raise up 
the slab. Others with tho butts of their 
muskets striking the slab with all their 
might to break it, white (lie prints 
remonstrated agsinil deiecratiiigl heir holy 
and besutifnl house. While thus engaged", 
a soldier who was striking with the butt of 
hii musket struck a spring, and the marble 
slab flew np. Then the facta of the 
Inquisitors grew pale, and aa Belahsaw, 
when (he hand appeared writing on the 
will, ao did these men of Belial shake and 
quake in every bone, joint, and sinew. Vfe 
looked beneath the marble slab, now partly 
up, and we saw a staircase, I stepped to 
the (able and took from the candlestick 
one of the caudlei four feet in length, 
which waa burning, that I might explore 
what was before us j aa I wan doing this, 
I waa arrested by one ol the Inquisitors, 
who laud his hand gently on my arm, and 
with a vary demure and holy took, said, 
" My son, you must not taks that with 
your profane and bloody band ; it is holy." 
" Well, well," 1 said, " I want something 
that it holy to see if it will not shed 
light on iniquity ; 1 will bear (he respon- 
sibility." I took the candle and proceeded 
down (he stiircaae. 1 now discovered 
why the water revealed to us this passage. 
Under the floor was a tight ceiling, except 
al the trap-door, which could not be ren- 
dered cluse ; hence the success of Colonel 
de Lite's experiment. As we readied the 
foot of the atairs, we entered a large square 
room, which wee celled the Nell of Judg- 
ment.

They commenced at once the 
work of torture with (he holy fathera. I 
remained (ill 1 saw four different kinds of 
torture applied, end (hen retired from the 
awfnl scene, which terminated not while 
one individual remained of the former 
guilty inmates of this ante-chamber ol 
tell, nn whom they could wreak re- 
venge. As mini as the poor snifeiera
